ONE BELGIAN CITY DEFIES 
GERMANY ON DEPORTATIONS. 


Tournai, Fined $5,000 a Day, Still 
Refuses List of Men Able to 
Work, Cable Message Says. 


New York, Dec. 12—In the face of a 
fine of $5,000 a day which the German 
military authorities have imposed on 
‘the Belgian city of Tournai for refusing 
to furnish a list of men able to work, 
the Tournai municipal authorities have 
refused to supply that list, according to 
a cable message received here today by 
Pierre Mali, Belgian consul in New 
York, from the Belgian government at 
Havre, France. 


DEPORTATIONS DEFENDED. 
BERLIN, Dec. 11, via London, Dec. 
12,—Germany's answer to the American 
note regarding the deportation of Bel- 
gians is confined almost exclusively to 
a presentation of the situation in 
Belgium before the deportation order 
became effective. ee 

The reply volunteers to permit Ameri- 
can diplomatic representatives to visit 
the workmen’s camps and assure them- 
selves that the Belgians are well off. 
It concludes with an expression of re- 
gret that the United States has never 
seen fit to protest against what it de- 
scribes as the dragging off of Germans 
from East Prussia, Alsace, and other 
places to Siberia and elsewhere. The 
note declares that the lack of work in 
Belgium has increased until 1,250,000 are 
suffering and an unbearable situation is 
created. Nothing remained, therefore, 
the note continues, but to offer the 
workless situations in Germany, since 
work for all was not at hand in Belgium. 
It is contended that the majority of 
those who have come to Germany are 
happy and contented, with high wages 
and increased personal liberties.

THE FRANCHISE IN CUBA LIBRE. 

The Cuban presidential election was held about 
the same time as our own, but at present it is not 
known if the next president will be Dr. Zayas or 
whether Senor Menocai has been retlected, and 
indeed the official figures may not be forthcoming 
untjl just before May 20, the date of inauguration. 

Meanwhile Cuba Libre is in a most disturbed 
state. The general electoral board is scrutinizing 
the vote as it is reported. All that 18 definitely 
known is that the Liberals have carried Havana 
province and it is likely that they have also suc- 
ceeded In Oriente. The rest of the island is in 
doubt, with Santa Clara province as the California’ 
of the republic. There ex-President Gomez, who is 
managing the Zayas campaign, has his home and 
the Liberals claim to have carried it. but the 
charges of fraudulent voting are so great that it 
will require the official count to decide. : 

It has not helped matters that the admintstra- 
tion has sent an armed cruiser with soldiers to 
Santa Clara. The answer is that the Liberals 
have killed about forty Conservative election om · 
clals there, which seems a reasonable excuse for 
dispatching the military. But the whole island 10 
aflame with political excitement and is shrouded 
in a pall of Latin rhetoric, printed and spoken.

For although the Hapaburgu retain the 
urown, the scepter, anu the other regniia 
of Charlemagne and of his successors, 
as emperurs of Germany und of the Holy 
Roman empire, William of Hohenzollern 
claims that in his capacity as German 
emperor he is the heir to their dignities 
And titles.

This always has been disputed, not only 
at Vienna but also at Munich, at Stutt- 
gurt, and at Dresden, where it is pointed 
out that whereas the old emperors of 
Germany and of the Holy Roman empire 
exercised suzerainty over all the other 
nutonomous states comprisea in the em- 
pire, the relation of Emperor William 
towards the rulers of the other independ- 
ent states of the confederation known 
as the present German empire is entirely 
different. 

They are not his vassals and he is not 
their suzerain. They are merely his 
allies, just as much sovereigns as him- 
golf. They stand on u footing of equa)- 
ity with him. He le merely their pre- 
‘aiding offer, and hia title of German 
emperor—not emperor of Germuny—has 
nothing in common with that of the old 
emperors of Germany.

Charles VIII., however, can show 
direct descent from the last of the old 
time emperors of Germany and of 
fhat Holy Roman empire which was 
wiped out of existence by the frst Na- 
poleon a little over 110 yenrs ago. In 
fuct, he representa the fourth generation 
of direct descent in the male line from 
the laat of the emperors of Germany and 
of the Holy Roman efipire. 
Emperor Charlies VI., who reigned in 
the beginning of the eighteenth century, 
was the father of Empress Marin The- 
resa. When he died without mate tasue 
the sovereign electors of the German em- 
pire chose his grandson, Prince Chartes, 
won of the prime elector of Bavaria by 
his marriage to Maria Theresa’s younger 
sister, as their emperor, under the title

WHEN A LOAN 18 NUT A LOAN, 

Chicago, Dec. 12.—{ Editor of The Trib- 
une.J—* British, French, and Japanese 
here today, are supporting the bankers 
of their countries in protests to China 
against the $5,000,000 (American) loan. 
Washington dispatch. Is any one so 
blind to the events of the past two years 
in the far east as to suppose that this 
American loan can be put through in the 
face of the united opposition of the in- 
ternational banking interests, or, to speak 
more plainly, against the veto of Japan? 
It is useless to make explanations, to say 
that the loan Is not political. that it does 
not affect the salt gabelle (already mort- 
gaged), and that it does not violate pre- 
vious agreements.
